For example, someone who scored 90% better 
than all the students will surely get accepted into the top universities as 
compared to someone who scored 80% and so on. Therefore be mindful of 
the scores that you are putting in the calculator. 


Mention your extra-skill set 


It goes without saying that extracurricular activities play an important role in 
getting the applicant accepted to a university but when using a calculator, 
special mention of any such skill set shall be made. Not only the calculator 
but mention of any such activities should also be made in the college letter 
or essay that the applicant wishes to write. This would strengthen the case 
and make their application stand out from hundreds of thousands of other 
letters. This step is of paramount importance particularly when an applicant 
is using an Ivy League acceptance simulator.
